I think your impression of Harold springs from the fact 
that he is unquestionably more of a researcher than a public 
speaker, but he is beyond doubt completely dedicated and he 
is a person with complete integrity.

He'll probably be up on May 3, for 2 or 3. days. I hope you 
will have him on your show.
